Will the newspapers never cease blundering con- 
cerning food legislation? Referring to the prospective 
national pure food law, the Philadelphia “Evening 
Bulletin” said a few days since: “Many states now 
contain food inspection departments of their own. As- 
suming the projected governmental inspection to be 
worthy of the name, these would no longer be re- 
quired.” It is clear that the ‘“‘Bulletin’s” editorial 
writer had at best a very hazy knowledge of his sub- 
ject. Otherwise he would have known that there will 
be no interference whatever with the workings of the 
various state food departments. 

- * * 

General trade continues in a highly satisfactory 
state, according to reports by all the large commercial 
agencies. Bradstreet’s, for instance, says that “Spring 
jobbing trade is as active as ever, exceeding last year 
at nearly all markets. Mills, furnaces and factories 
are all pushed to fill deliveries. All signs point to a 
large retail business for spring and summer develop- 
ing earlier than usual.” Dun also takes an optimistic 
view of the situation and the prospect, saying in his 
last weekly review of business conditions: “Mercan- 
tile collections are generally prompt. A little con- 
servatism regarding forward business in some indus- 
tries may be attributed to high prices, although the 
greatest strength appears in building material, and 
preparations for structural work are beyond precedent. 
The few minor strikes do not seriously interfere with 
progress. There is little idle machinery in any of 
the leading manufacturing industries. Railway earn- 
ings continue to make striking comparisons with last 
year’s figures.” Dun’s last weekly report on trade 
in the Chicago district states that “Commercial de- 
velopments reflect sustained confidence in the general 
outlook, the fall in values of breadstuffs causing no 
hesitancy. Distribution of staple merchandise has 
reached an exceptionally high volume. Purchases for 
the interior run ahead of all former aggregates for 
spring delivery. The markets are attended by increas- 
ing numbers of visiting buyers, and their free manner 
in making selections is based upon the satisfactory con- 
ditions which prevail throughout the western coun- 
try.”

Have This Resolution Printed in Your Local Newspaper. 


ANNERS have justly complained of the ad- 
verse criticism heaped upon them and their 
products during the last several years by a 
sensational press fed by ignorant or prejudiced 
writers. It is well known that the newspapers and 
a number of monthly magazines have fairly teemed 
with abuse of canned goods, falsely charging them 
with being adulterated and unfit articles of food, and 
the packers of them with being inspired by greed to 
both rob the public and ruin the health of the people 
by selling them misrepresented and harmfully adul- 
terated food. It is possible that this campaign of 
abuse has in a measure made the public prejudiced 
against canned goods and affected consumption of the 
same. The canners therefore should take advantage 
of every opportunity to set themselves right before 
the public and disabuse the minds of consumers of 
the idea that foods hermetically sealed in cans con- 
tain preservatives or are otherwise adulterated. 

The following resolutions adopted at the national 
convention of canners at Atlantic City afford just 
sich an opportunity : 

The Atlantic States Packers’ and the Western Packers’ 
Canned Goods associations assembled as a joint convention 
at Atlantic City, New Jersey, on the fourteenth day of Feb- 
ruary, 1906, after having heard with great interest an ad- 
dress by Prof. H. W. Wiley, of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, resolve, that: ; 
WHEREAS, The fruit and vegetable packers of the 
United States are conscious that there is probably no other 
form of food product sold which is so pure and free from 
adulteration as canned fruits and vegetables, and 
WHEREAS, It is for the interest of both the canners and 





the consumer to have any and all adulteration done away 
with, and 

WHEREAS, Vexation and damage result from a multi 
plicity of partial, inadequate and conflicting state regula 


tions. 

THEY HEREBY petition the Congress of the United 
States to forthwith pass such a pure food law as the best 
judgment of the Congress shall determine, which law shall 
at the same time be stringent and capable of rigid enforce- 
ment. 


These resolutions should be given the widest possi- 
ble publicity. The canners themselves should see to 
it that they are published, with suitable comment, in 
the newspapers, both daily and weekly, in every sec- 
tion of the United States. Every packer who reads 
this editorial should take a copy of these resolutions 
to the editor of his local newspaper and fully explain 
the matter to him and request that he give space to 
them and make proper comment thereon. In this 
way the fact that instead of opposing pure food legis- 
lation, or being users of adulterants and packers of 
impure food, the canners are, on the other hand, advo- 
cates of purity in food products and actually petitioners 
to Congress for national food legislation, would be 
brought to the attention of hundreds of thousands of 
consumers who otherwise would continue to carry 
in their minds the false impressions implanted there 
by those who within the last few vears have done 
everything in their power to create public distrust of 
the integrity of canned goods, 

THE CANNER hopes and asks that every reader of 
this journal will act immediately on our suggestion.

Canners’ Pure Food Resolution Commended. 


HE New York Tribune, commenting on the 
declaration of the Atlantic City convention 
in favor of pure food legislation, says that 
“The action of the American canners’ and 
packers’ associations at Atlantic City in adopting the 
resolutions asking Congress to pass the pure food 
law is commendable. Skeptics may insinuate that the 
men who took this step did so with mental reserva- 
lions in regard to the sort of legislation which they 
would approve. We prefer to believe, however, that

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CANNED GOODS MARKET 
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The minds of many packers and others connected 
with the canning business are being occupied to quite 
an extent with the affairs of the tomato “syndicate. 
Some are of the opinion that the syndicate will have 
difficulty in closing its deal with satisfactory profits to 
the members. ‘This, in fact, seems to be the view of 
the majority, but so far as the members of the syndi- 
cate are themselves concerned, if they are feeling 
anxiety about the outcome of their operations in to- 
matoes—the most extensive ever undertaken in the 
history of the industry—they do not betray it. To 
all outward appearances they are confident as to what 
the future will bring forth. They know the outside 
holdings are but a drop in the bucket in comparison 
with the country’s requirements during the next four 
months, and they are evidently pinning their faith to 
the belief that the usual spring demand will be large 
enough and insistent enough to enable them to dispose 
of their holdings and reap the reward of their fore- 
sight, nerve and energy. 
vA large Baltimore commission firm refers as follows 
to the tomato situation: “Further inactivity in the 
spot tomato market has caused an easier feeling in 
them, which those who are anxious to bring about a 
decline in prices are helping along in various ways, ex- 
pecting to pick up some goods held by concerns not 
in the so-called pool, who have recently shown a de- 
sire to get out of the market and let the larger inter- 
ests shoulder the burden from now on. ‘That the lat- 
ter are content in their position is apparent by the fact 
that they have consistently held to the theory that the 
law of supply and demand must govern the market 
when the usual spring buying begins, and the outside 
lots have been absorbed or reduced to such small size 
that they won't figure to any extent in the market sit- 
uation. At this time several thousand cases of both 
seconds and standard tomatoes can be bought at prices 
that look attractive, and buyers may do well to look 
after them. If one may judge by the numerous in- 
quiries coming from nearly all sections a revival of 
the activity in the tomato market is not far distant. 
There has been a constant demand for future tomatoes, 
not in a large way, but a steady buying of them suffi- 
cient under different conditions in the spot market to 
cause an advance in them. They look like a good, 
safe purchase at to-day’s prices’ and we anticipate an 
active demand during the spring months.” 

A report received the first of the week from another 


Baltimore concern states that “The market here this 
week is without new features. The demand has been 
principally for No. 3 standards with a fair sprinkling 
of orders for No. 2’s and gallons. The buying while 
not large is of an encouraging nature, and is slowly 
but surely cleaning up the so-called ‘outsiders.’ Con- 
siderable surprise has been expressed at the fact that 
while there has been some buying at the comparatively 
low prices made, yet there has not been any great ac- 
tivity. Considering all the circumstances, this is nat- 
ural; buyers who will not need tomatoes for a short 
time seem to have concluded that the offering of to- 
matoes at a cut price indicates that the so-called ‘syndi- 
cate’ would soon follow along with a cut to get into 
the game. This is a view very natural, under the cir- 
cumstances, but does not seem to have any basis. The 
large holders are apparently as firm in their ideas 
as ever at $1.15 per dozen, and do not seem to be 
worrying very much about cut prices being made by 
the independent sellers, Under these circumstances, 
with no prospects of a cut price on the big holdings of 
tomatoes, it looks as though the outside lots at the 
cut prices are cheap. They are going out gradually 
and indications point to a complete cleaning up of 
these scattered lots in the near future.” 

A third well informed Baltimore canned goods 
house in reviewing conditions states that “Tomatoes 
continue to be the center of attraction. That jobbers 
have allowed their stocks of tomatoes to run to a 
low ebb is made evident by the many orders for rush 
shipments which were received during the past week, 
when a comparatively small lot of tomatoes was of- 
fered at a price under the ruling market. This has 
had the effect of materially reducing the quantity of 
these goods, and while there are some to be had, we 
would strongly advise providing now for your later 
requirements. We still hold to the opinion that we 
will see a higher market before new pack.” 


Tomatoes— 


Spot tomatoes are being offered at figures lower 
than the syndicate’s figures. Offerings in the Chi- 
cago market are reported made this week at $1.10 per 
dozen net for No. 3 standards, also at $1.121%4 regular. 
These offerings came largely from the East, the Bal- 
timore section of the country, though there were of- 
ferings reported coming from Western packers as 
low as $1.15, delivered Chicago, but sales were few.

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There are offerings of future tomatoes, but they are 
not being freely made. We hear of 1906 packing No. 3 
standards offered at 77¥%c. f. o. b. Indiana, but the 
packers in that state and elsewhere in the West are, 
as a rule, unwilling to accept any future business at 
less than 8oc. factory. Retailers continue free buyers 
of futures. Advices from Maryland points note that 
as regards futures packers maintain firm views, being 
loath to make contracts below 75c. to 80c. at the fac- 
tory. Advices on the New York market are that spot 
tomatoes are easy, quoted at $1.02%4 per dozen de- 
livered to $1.05 f. 0. b. factory. Future New Jersey 
standard 3s are held at goc. Interest in the 1906 
pack is reported increasing. Baltimore also reports a 
considerable business in futures. However, condi- 
tions prevailing in that market are clearly described 
by our correspondent there in his letter this week. 
Corn— 

There is no change locally on corn, either spots or 
futures. Buying here is light, quotations by packers 
being about as last noted. Spot Western standards 
are still to be had at 47%c. f. o. b. Chicago. We are 
informed that Western futures have within 10 days or 
so been sold to buyers in the Pacific Northwest at 
524. f. o. b. factory. We are also informed of an 
offering of spot corn to a coast buyer by a’ Western 
packer at 45c. per dozen, f. 0. b. factory. Reports 
from New York say that the market on corn is very 
quiet at present for both spots and futures. Maine 
packers are apparently very desirous of selling futures 
and reports say that offerings have been made on 
somewhat easier terms than the opening figure of 
82M%c. f. o. b. Portland on fancy quality. 

Fruits 

California canned fruits are very firmly held on the 
coast and prices on the spot are extremely strong. 
California canners, according to late private advices, 
are very closely sold up on practically all descriptions. 
Demand for consumption has been rather better dur- 
ing the past week, but it is still far from being active. 
California advices say that pears and cherries are prac- 
tically cleaned up and that few apricots are left. The 
supply of peaches is limited. At Baltimore the supply 
of white cherries is practically cleaned up. Only a 
few lots now are obtainable. We heard the other day 
of a quotation on a small lot of standard white cher- 
ries in syrup of $1.20 per dozen, f.

Salmon— 

More interest is being taken in the salmon situation 
as the season advances. The position of salmon on 
the Pacific coast is extremely strong. Stocks in gen- 
eral are smaller now than for years past at this sea- 
son, and the outlook, according to the views of experts, 
is not favorable to a heavy pack on either Puget Sound 
or Columbia River. Charles Corby, who has just 
returned from a visit to the coast, says: “Coast stocks 
are smaller than at any time in the history of the in- 
dustry during the past ten years; and the general im- 
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pression seems to be that higher values than hereto- 
fore will rule for the season of 1906 on all grades.” 
Mr. Corby points out that the competition of the cold 
storage people will affect the pack on Columbia River. 
Regarding conditions on Puget Sound, he says that 
packers there do not anticipate much of a pack of 
cheap grades, owing to the fact that this is the off 
season for humpbacks; and while a reasonable pack 
of Cohoes may be expected the demand for both this 
grade and medium red Alaska has always been in ad- 
vance of the supply. In British Columbia the condi- 
tions seem to be remarkably satisfactory. The Alaska 
pack, he says, is expected to be up to the average, with 
a large pack of low grade salmon, particularly pinks 
and chums, owing to their present scarcity. 
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DRIED FRUIT MARKET 

















All dried fruits are extremely strong. Reports 
from California tell of exceptionally strong statistical 
conditions, stocks of everything being very sniall. An 
item of interest from California is a report that the 
apricot crop is likely to fall below the average yield 
The bloom is reported very light in some districts, 
which is taken to be an indication that in some way 
they have been killed. According to a report from 
the Santa Clara Valley, not more than 3 per cent of a 
crop of Mooreparks is looked for. It should be re- 
membered, however, that it is somewhat early to be 
making predictions. The spot market is very firm, 
having been strengthened by the receipt of the above 
advices regarding the crop. Stocks here are very 
small. 

Raisins— 

There is nothing new to be said concerning raisins. 
The market is in the same condition as last week. 
The “Fruit Grower” reports that it is understood there 
is a probability of the Mercantile Company dissolving 
after the details of last season’s pack have been fully 
cleaned up, at which time the packers will stand just 
where they were previous to the formation of the 
Central California Raisin Packing Company, and each 
packer wil! have back his own houses, packing facili- 
ties and brands, just as prior to last season’s deal. 


Prunes— 


The local demand for prunes is fairly good, although 
not large. 


Prices are very steady here and reports 
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from California indicate a strong feeling there, with 
probably a little better demand and the small sizes be- 
coming very scarce, 

Peaches — 

Buyers are showing a very fair interest in peaches. 
Demand is better than a few weeks ago, and prices are 
very firm, both in Chicago and California. Reports 
on stocks on the coast say they are as good as cleaned 
up. 

Apples - 

The market on evaporated apples is firm, and some 
local handlers report a fair amount of business with 
the jobbing trade. In the New York market strictly 
prime state evaporated are reported firm, but rather 
quiet. Offerings of 9%c. per pound for prime were 
reported, though this figure was fractionally below the 
views of holders.

Epitor CANNER: The spot tomato market still attracts 
most attention in canned goods circles. There is very little 
change to report in the situation, although if anything prices 
are a little easier than they were last week. Fait standard 
3s tomatoes can be bought at $1.02%, f. o. b., and I have 
heard of sales having been made during the last few days 
at $1.00. There are plenty of people now “knocking” the 
so-called syndicate and its holdings. At the same time the 
parties who are called the syndicate seem to be superbly con- 
fident and are showing no uneasiness or disposition to shade 
prices. They claim that it is only a matter of a short time 
when all these outside tomatoes will have been effectually 
cleaned up, and then the jobbers will have to go to the big 
holders for their supply, and pay the big holders’ prices. 

On the other hand, there is a very general belief gaining 
ground that the outside lots are larger than has been thought, 
and that by the time these outside stocks have been disposed 
of, the season will be so far advanced that the trade will 
not be able to take care of the combination’s stocks, and that 
on that account the sellers will be glad to meet buyers’ views 
as to figures. That the outside stocks must be larger than 
was expected is to my mind proven by the fact that whilst 
the big concerns have made several efforts to buy all these 
outside stocks up, yet they seem to fail in their object, and 
if there were not many outside goods laying around now, 
it seems to me it would be an easy matter at this late date, 
and would be good policy also, for the so-called syndicate to 
buy them up at from $1.00 to $1.05, and thus get absolute 
control of the situation. It has been reported during the week 
that parties representing the combination have been buying. 
lf this report is correct, it has not yet shown any effect in 
strengthening the market, for the week closed with an easier 
feeling than was prevalent at the close of the previous week. 

There is no doubt but that the indifference of the jobbers 
is having a bearish effect on the market. The jobbers are 
not pushing tomatoes, but are giving more attention to other 
lines of canned goods out of which they can make better 
profits. Every commercial man knows that goods do not sell 
themselves, only to a limited extent, and it requires very 
little argument to convince people that jobbers will sell more 
of a certain line of goods when they are carrying a large 
stock of same than they do when their stocks are only very 
light. Hence, as none of them has large stocks of tomatoes, 
and doubtless good sized stocks of corn, for instance, then it 
follows as a matter of course that the jobbers’ salesmen put 
their efforts on corn to the neglect of tomatoes. 

There is another thing that holds back the distribution of 
tomatoes. A prominent Eastern jobber told me only last 
week that some of his retailers who usually ordered from 
10 to 25 cases of tomatoes at a time were now ordering only 
from one to three cases. It must not be forgotten, however, 
that it will be nearly six months before any new tomatoes 
can be put on the market at any lower figures than the combi- 
nation’s present prices. That there will be some tomatoes 
packed in July goes without saying, but as they will be put 
up out of the high-priced raw stock that comes from the 
South, they are likely to cost over $1.00 per doz. to pack. 
It will not be until the latter end of August and the first half 
of September that tomatoes will be distributed out of the 
packing from regular raw contracts at normal prices. Hence 
we have five to six months still before us of the largest con- 
suming months in the year. There may even yet be a change 
in the market in favor of the large holders, although at the 
present writing no one but the holders themselves seem to 
be sanguine of a change in that direction. 

Future tomatoes continue dull. There is a stand-off be- 
tween the buyers and the packers. The jobbers will not pay 
over 55c for No. 2, and 75c for No. 3, and the packers cannot 
see any profit in them at those figures. As a matter of fact, 
but very few of the tomato packers have as yet contracted 
for their raw stock. The tomato growers are holding out 
for $9.00 per ton in many instances, and the packers seem 
determined not to pay more than $8.00. Even at $8.00 per 
ton, there is very little profit in tomatoes at 75c, so that it is 
not to be wondered at that packers are not anxious to book 
orders at this figure. 

Corn seems to be a little firmer this week, especially on 


the regular standard Maine style, and thx 
grain. The consumption is enormous, and |

General trade has been better during the week than it h " 
in the previous two or three weeks. The demand has se 
exceptionally good for No. 3 apples, No. 2 string beans il 
grades of pineapple, sauer kraut, blackberries, gooseberrins 
strawberries, peas and peaches. There has also been a bette 
demand for sweet potatoes and pears, but as these two ad 
have been somewhat negiected for several weeks, the sellers 
are naturally anxious to get rid of the goods, and therefore 
do not haggle much about prices. The stocks of these two 
lines are by no means heavy, however, and we shall in aij 
probability see a firmer market during the next two or three 
weeks. 

It looks now as though the present legislature is going to 
pass an oyster bill on a compromise basis, which, whilst it 
will not be as much in favor of Baltimore cove oyster pack- 
ers as the Haman biil, will at least be a great deal better 
than no bill at all; and it is likely that if this compromise 
bill does become a law, that in the course of two or three 
years we will have a revival of the cove oyster packing in- 
dustry in Baltimore, which is a consummation much to be 
desired by all people interested in canned goods. There jg 
however, “many a slip ‘twixt the cup and the lip,” and as the 
bill has not yet passed, it is just as well for packers not to be 
over-sanguine that it will be steered through the legislative 
shoals.

Epiror CANNER: When we were boys and went to a me- 
nagerie it was quite a sight to see the leopards pace up and 
down the narrow cage and never for a moment resting. The 
Maine canners, and, in fact, all those in the business, whether 
in Maine or elsewhere, are pacing day and night, but they de 
not get ahead any more than the leopards. We are “all in it’ 
(the soup) and must wait for some happier day—let us hope 
not far distant. 

There is absolutely no demand for spot Maine fancy corn. 
From all over the land one can hear weeping and gnashing of 
teeth as the consumer grinds up some of the “standard” and 
“way-off standard” western canned corn, sometimes marked 
“Maine,” or “Maine style,” or looks in vain for the creamy, 
sweet and really fancy article from here. There is a little, 
very little indeed, that by “hook and by crook” could be made 
to masquerade as such, but the Maine packer is selling his 
surplus off now at a price which should, and will, relieve the 
tension very soon. Good corn, genuine Maine, of standard 
and extra standard quality, is selling (not offering) at from 
55c up to 7oc. Such prices entail losses on every packer, but 
my theory has been proved, that, if good corn was sold cheap, 
and the present prices of tomatoes maintained, the former 
would rapidly be consumed. I hope the good work will keep 
on until every can is eaten up, and the buyer, like Oliver 
Twist, is “asking for more.” 

As for futures, all the packers say that there is no business. 
I think that such is a fact to a great extent, and this condi- 
tion is found all over the country and for all kinds of corn. 
Futures are selling, or offering, at from 75c up to 82%c, but 
the buyer who does not know that part of this difference is 
due to the reputation of the packer, as well as to quality, 1s 
new to the business. There is one thing sure: now is the 
time to buy. Few but the wise will follow this advice, but it 
is founded upon conditions that are axioms. I am not writing 
about standard corn, but Maine fancy. The time is rapidly 
getting shorter, even as the days grow longer, wherein pack- 
ers can plan for the future. This should not be lost sight of, 
for the coming year few will put up more goods than are 
contracted for, hence “delays are dangerous.” 

As regards Maine corn, there is no question but what the 
statute forbidding mislabeling has been (and lately too) vio- 
lated. If other states produced as good an article as this one, 
why does the mislabeler, or counterfeiter not use the name 
of some other state? Why does a buyer get up a reputation 
for high quality by putting his name on goods packed here,

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son, and a number of the cannerymen are now -engaged in 
having their fishing gear overhauled and their machinery put 
in shape for business. Cannerymen who will not operate 
traps of their own are making contracts with individual trap- 
owners and those cannerymen who will not use all the fish 
taken by their traps for sockeye salmon at a price which is the 
highest ever known in the history of the sockeye salmon busi- 
ness on Puget Sound, and those owning traps at the best loca- 
tions on the banks, and taking plenty of fish, will undoubtedly 
make lots of money this year. The present contract prices 
for sockeye salmon are 25 and 26 cents. This price has been 
made for a portion of the light seasons during some years, 
but it is the highest price ever contracted for during an entire 
season. By March 15, most of the cannerymen will have 
their crews out driving the piles for the fish traps and pre- 
paring the gear. 

Howard M. Kutchin, the special agent of the Department of 
Commerce and Labor, has completed his report on the Alaska 
fisheries, and estimates that the world’s output of canned 
salmon for the year 1905 was 4,841,619 cases, or 1,500,000 cases 
more than in 1904. The Alaska pack is estimated at 2,059,119 
cases, or about 43 per cent of the world’s production of 
canned salmon. Forty-seven canneries were operated in 
Alaska during the past year and fifty-five in 1904. 

Governor Mead has announced the appointment of J. L. 
Riseland to succeed T. R. Kershaw in the office of State Fish 
Commissioner of Washington. Kershaw was a candidate for 
reappointment, and had the endorsement of nearly all of the 
large cannery operators on Puget Sound and the Wash- 
ington side of the Columbia river, but political influences 
against him were too strong. The new commissioner was a 
former deputy in the commissioner’s office. 

Capt. D. H. Jarvis, manager of the Northwestern Fisheries 
Co., whom President Roosevelt has urged to accept the ap- 
pointment as governor of Alaska, has been forced to decline 
the appointment, owing to the fact that his business connec- 
tions would not permit of his serving. His company is one 
of the largest salmon canning companies in Alaska, owning 
nearly a dozen canneries. 

The British Columbia Packers’ association, operators of a 
number of large canneries on the Fraser river, have donated 
100 cases of canned salmon for distribution among the famine- 
stricken Japanese. The shipment will leave Vancouver, B. C., 
this week. 

The sale of the cannery of the Alaska Fisheries Union at 
Chilkat, Alaska, to E. B. Deming, manager of the Pacific 
American Fisheries Co., who operate the largest salmon can- 
nery in the world at Bellingham, Wash., was confirmed by 
the court at Juneau, Alaska, this week. 

The Westminster Packing company’s cannery at New West- 
minster, B. C., was sold this week by Messrs. Malins, Coul- 
thard & Co., who have not as yet disclosed the name of the 
purchaser. 

C. B. Bussell and Andrew Weber of Seattle will build a 
fruit cannery at North Yakima, Wash., shortly, and have 
already purchased the site for the same. They state that they 
will invest about $20,000 in the plant. SOCKEYE.

It is thought that this indicates that the distributive 
demand, even though this is an off season, has been sufficient 
to reduce jobbers’ holdings to the point which required re- 
plenishing. It is said, further, that low prices have caused 
the opening of new markets, both here and abroad and have 
induced holders to push sales as they never have done before 
Spot red Alaska is a shade firmer at $1.00 here and while 
offerings at this figure are free, no concessions are granted. 
The market in pink grades is firmer. Stocks are small and 
so far as reported nothing is offered below 87%c here. Chums 
are practically cleaned up. It is scarcity of low grades which 
has turned the attention to Alaska fish. The demand for 
flats and halves in Chinook is fairly active, but stocks are not 
freely offered. Spot prices are: Columbia river flats, $1.85;

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‘“‘Joker” Amendment to Hepburn Pure Food Bill. 

Washington dispatches say that a “joker” was 
sneaked into the Hepburn pure food bill in the House 
committee on Interstate Commerce in spite of the 
opposition of Chairman Hepburn and Representative 
Mann of Chicago, who will have charge of this sub- 
ject when the bill comes into the House. The amend- 
ment referred to was that which was agreed to by 
the friends of pure food legislation in order to avoid 
the necessity of making a fight over this subject. 

An amendment to the Senate bill was drafted which 
made it the duty of the secretary of agriculture, upon 
request of the person interested, before he made his 
decision in regard to the character of any food or 
drug “for the purpose of aiding him in reaching a 
just decisoin in *rference to such matters to appoint 
a board of disinterested experts, which board shall 
contain at least one pharmacologist, one physiological 
chemist, hacteriologist, and one pathologist, and 
the secretary of agriculture shall fix the compensa- 
tion of experts so appointed by him.”

There was no real objection to this amendment, 
which was reported by Mr. Mann from the subcom- 
mittee to the whole committee. It merely made it 


the duty of the secretary of agriculture to ask for 
expert advice when he was requested to do so by a 
manufacturer whose goods were about to be passed 
upon to determine their character as a basis for future 
proceedings in court,

“In the form in which this joker amendment finally 
was passed, it provided that when the manufacturer 
or the party in interest requests it, ‘it shall be the 
duty of the secretary of agriculture to appoint a board 
of disinterested experts, which board shall consist of 
five members, one of whom shall be an expert toxi- 
cologist, one an expert physiological chemist, one an 
expert pathologist and one  pharmacologist, which 
board shall meet at the city of Washington, D. C., or 
elsewhere, and pass upon such questions, after proper 
notice and hearing granted to the person making 
such request. The compensation of the members of 
such board shall be fixed by the secretary of agricul- 
ture.’

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exist in any department of the government, because 
the appointing power is necessarily superior to that 
of appointees. 

“The language of the Mann bill, which clearly 
shows that board is appointed by the secretary of ag- 
riculture ‘for the purpose of aiding him in reaching a 
just decision,’ is intentionally omitted, and instead of 
that this subordinate board is expressly given author- 
ity to ‘pass upon such questions.’ 

“There is a still more dangerous thing concealed 
in this crooked amendment, for crooked it surely is. 
It puts the decision in every case in the hands of five 
specified experts. 

“The secretary is not allowed to add to that board 
a single member. The language of the amendment 
is manifestly designed to exclude Dr. Wiley or any- 
one else who happens to be connected with the chem- 
ical bureau of the department of agriculture. 

“Dr. Wiley, for instance, has been devoted to that 
branch of chemistry all his life and probably is the 
greatest expert in the world on the whole subject 
of adulteration, but it is probable a court would not 
allow him to be classed as one of the expert scientists 
who are to constitute the board, and even if he could 
be so classed he would be only one out of five, and 
the actual scientific interest of the department of 
agriculture would be reduced to a hopeless minority. 

“Instead of'its being merely a question of phraseo!- 
ogy, it is evident the amendment was smuggled into 
the bill by a majority of the committee as the result 
of the efforts of a pernicious lobby, which worked 
secretly with individual members and was intended to 
destroy the influence of the secretary of agriculture 
and his bureau of chemistry, and if adopted this 
amendment would of itself seriously cripple the pure 
food law. 

“Tt will be necessary to make a fight on the floor 
of the House because the amendment has been adopt- 
ed by the committee and is an essential part of the 
measure as it will come up for consideration within a 
short time.” 





Sights of Packingtown. 

A writer in the National Provisioner, speaking of 
the visit of a number of distinguished foreigners to 
the Chicago Union Stockyards, says that they “saw 
the sights, tasted the various embalming, preserving 
and adulterating materials—seasoned with a little 
at the various 





meat, but not in injurious quantities 
packing houses.” 





Adulterated Jams, Jellies and Catsups, 
The report of the Nebraska Food Commission for 
January gives the results of analyses of a considerabje 
number of brands of jams, jellies and catsups. The 
report shows that the majority of samples analyzed 


were impure. In regard to the adulterants, the butlle. 
tin says: 

“In most cases the adulterants are harmless, ang 
some even have food value. The evil in this case 
is misrepresentation. Many of these jams and jellies 
are made entirely of glucose and starch paste, and 
colored to agree with the particular fruit they are 
supposed to be made of. 

“One sample of jelly purchased was labeled ‘stray. 
berry jelly,’ but was found to be made of glucose and 
starch paste, colored with a bright aniline dye. The 
seeds were not from the strawberry, but, instead, on 
being placed in a flower pot and watered, produced a 
hardy growth of millet. 

“There is surely no defense for selling such mix- 
tures for fruit product. A law forbidding the use of 
coloring matter in food products would prevent the 
sale of this class of goods, as it is the artificial color 
that enables them to be sold as fruit products; and, 
on the other hand, a label law could allow the use of 
harmless colors, but compel the label to tell the true 
composition of the goods.” 





New York's Dating Bill. 

The following is the text of Bill No. 782, intro- 
duced in the New York State Assembly by Mr. 
Krulewitch, providing that every can of food sold 
within that state, excepting condensed milk and cream, 
shall have printed on the label the exact date when 
packed, also the place of packing: 

AN ACT 
TO AMEND THE DOMESTIC COMMERCE LAW RELATING TO THE DATE 
OF CANNING OR PRESERVING, 

The people of the State of New York, represented in Senate 
and Assembly, do enact as follows: 

Section 1. Section thirty of chapter three hundred and 
seventy-six of the laws of eighteen hundred and ninety-six, 
entitled: “An act relating to domestic commerce, constituting 
chapter thirty-four of the General Laws,” is hereby amended 
to read as follows: 

Sec. 30. Canned and Preserved Food.—No packer of or 
dealer in hermetically sealed canned or preserved fruits, vege- 
tables, or other articles of food within this State, excepting 
canned or condensed milk or cream, shall sell or offer the 
same for sale for consumption within this State, unless the 
cans or jars containing the same shall have plainly printed 
upon a label thereupon, with a mark or term clearly indicating 
the grade or quality of the articles contained therein, the 
name, address and place of business of the person or corpora-

the name of the State, county and city, town or village where 
packed, preceded by the words “packed at,” and followed by 
a statement on each can and package showing the day of the 
month and the year the goods were packed, canned or pre- 
served in substantially the following form: “On the 
ere , I9..” If containing soaked goods or goods 
put up from products dried or cured before canning, there 
shall also be printed upon the face of such label in good 
legible type, one-half of an inch in height and three-eighths 
of an inch in width, the word “soaked.” 

Goods imported from foreign countries of foreign manu- 
factiire shall not be subject to the provisions of this section. 
Any person violating any of the provisions of this section 
shall forfeit to the city, village, or town where the violation 
occurs, the sum of fifty dollars, if a retail dealer, and the 
sum of five hundred dollars if a wholesale dealer or packer. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect January first, nineteen 
hundred and seven. 





Fisheries Agreement Believed Certain. 


Dispatches from Washington, D. C., say that the 
representatives of the Alaska salmon packers who 
have been there for a week in conference with of- 
ficials of the Department of Commerce, and who 
have appeared at several hearings before the house 
committee on territories, are confident that the pro- 
posed legislation for the regulation of the Alaska 
fisheries will be satisfactory to them. When they 
went to Washington it was for the purpose of fight- 
ing the pending bill, but as a result of the hearings 
and conferences held, a satisfactory measure is prom- 
ised. 

Members of the territories committee have agreed 
that any modifications in the bill which may be agreed 
upon by the packers and the department will be ac- 
cepted by them without question. A complete agree- 
ment has been reached, in accordance with this assur- 
ance, and the packers are satisfied. 

The delegates who represented the Alaska ‘salmon 
packers before the House committee were: D. H. 
Jarvis of the Northwestern Fisheries Co., F. S. Stim- 
son of the Yakutat & Southern Co., and C. W. Dorr, 
vice-president of the Alaska Packers’ Association. 
The hearing was also attended by Representative 
Kahn of California, Representatives Cushman and 
Humphrey of Washington and Messrs. Everman, 
Kutchin and Sims of the Department of Commerce 
and Labor.

Changes in Illinois Food Commission. 


A successor has been appointed to the office of 
Illinois State Analyst, held for several years by Dr.

New York Food Law Enforcement. 

Attorney General Julius M. Mayer of New York 
State announces that the pure food section of the 
state agricultural law will be much more vigorously 
enforced next year than last. Out of over 800 pros- 
ecutions for adulteration and improper labeling of 
food products undertaken during the past year by 
the attorney general on evidence furnished by in- 
spectors of the State Department of Agriculture, 
about 300 were successful. In answer to complaints 
of retailers that many of these prosecutions were un- 
duly rigorous and that in some instances they were 
allowed to hang fire for months at a time, Deputy At- 
torney General Blau stated: 

“The grocers certainly can have no legitimate com- 
plaint to make of the way in which this office has 
handled the Department of Agriculture cases. In ev- 
ery instance we have made an effort to trace the 
adulterated goods to their source, but, I am sorry to 
say, in this we have had little assistance from the re- 
tailers. Whenever the proper evidence of violation of 
the law has been presented to this office the case has 
been prosecuted with all diligence. All delays have 
been directly chargeable to the defendants.” 


Edwards on the Pacific Coast. 

Julius S. Edwards, the well-known cannery super- 
intendent, who is now at Spokane, Wash., whither he 
went at the request of the “150,000 Club” of that 
city to look into the situation there as an expert and 
give local capitalists the benefit of his advice regard- 
ing the proposed establishment of a tomato cannery in 
Spokane, in a letter to THe CANNER dated the 3d 
inst., Says: 

“Everything here is raised by irrigation and the 
farmers tell me that they raise from twelve to eight- 


een tons of tomatoes per acre. The soil is very black 
and full of stones from the size of a marble to a wal. 
nut. I am told by a farmer that he has raised as 
many as 124,000 pounds of onions on six acres of 
ground. They also raise String beans, squash, cy- 
cumbers, corn etc. 

“There has been a pickle factory in operation here 
for several years.” 





New Peach Canneries in the South. 


Present indications are that there will be an jn- 
crease next summer in the output of canned peaches 
in the southern states, particularly Alabama and 
Georgia. The satisfactory prices prevailing and the 
strong statistical position of canned peaches are re- 
sponsible for the growth of the industry in the states 
named, 

Within a short time two new southern canning 
companies have been organized, one in Georgia and 
one in Alabama. They are the Orville Canning Co,, 
Orville, Ala., capital stock $6,000, and the Menlo 
Canning Co., Menlo, Ga., capital $6,000. They will 
pack peaches principally. It is also reported that a 
canning company has recently been organized at Pell 
City, Ala. 





It Pays to Pack Quality. 

That it pays to pack good goods is shown by a 
letter recently received by an eastern canning com- 
pany from a man in Ohio. The letter went on to 
state that the man had purchased a can of peas from 
his grocer, which, when placed on the table, was 
found to be of excellent quality. The wife asked 
the servant for the brand and was told that the can 
had been thrown into the ashbarrel. 

Determined that he would have more of the same 
kind, the Ohio man took the trouble to dig into the 
ash barrel and find the can, somewhat disfigured, but 
with a label which still showed from whence it came. 

He then wrote the canner, telling him how good he 
found the peas and advising him that he would in- 
sist on the same brand in the future. 

“In conclusion,” the letter read, “I will say that if 
you can turn out a uniform article of such flavor you 
will not need any salesmen after one round, as the 
people will demand them; it is fast coming to a time 
when ‘the people’ must be satisfied and we must have 
a ‘square deal.’ ”

A Maryland Review of Tomatoes and Corn. 

We reprint the following from the last weekly cir- 
cular sent out by Messrs. Strasbaugh, Silver & Co., 
Aberdeen, Md.: 

Buyers of spot tomatoes continue to pursue the conservative 
policy and yet there seems to be a better demand than has 
been evident for the past six weeks. For a part of spot offer- 
ings $1.05 f. o. b. is obtainable, and, while it is still possible 
to supply day to day orders at this figure, there is no evidence 
of filling orders for blocks on this basis, i. ¢., for strictly coun- 
try packed goods, 3s size. The syndicate’s silence is undoubt- 
edly ominous and is having a ‘depressing effect, and until 
further assurances emanate from that quarter, there are many 
who will continue to pursue the hand to mouth policy. Threes 
off-standards can be secured from $1.00 to $1.02%, according 


to quality, while 3s seconds are obtainable to meet require- 
ments at 95¢, all f. o. b. factory. Twos fair standard tomatoes, 
8oc, f. o. b. Baltimore. 


FUTURE TOMATOES. 

Demand continues from all sections, more especially from 
those who did not buy liberally at the opening. Many packers 
have booked all orders they can possibly take until they have 
better assurance as to price of raw stock and acreage, which 
can only be intelligently conjectured after August. 1. The 
possibilities of late spring and drought or too wet a season 
always leave an open question, until the season is partly over 
at least. This, as aforesaid—with all due respect to the buyers’ 
ideas that the tomato has nine lives and each life can yield 
1'4 million cases, which doubtless is more or less true under 
most favorable circumstances—but, to the contrary, if one 
life has the croup or pneumonia from wet season, or another 
life a fever from dry season, or another a premanture exist- 
ence on account of late frost or April snow, even should the 
others escape the numerous ills that are possible and known 
even to the tomato life, there can only be a certain total left 


to fill the supply and demand that is bound to be more each 
and every year, as our country grows and progresses. For

Trade of the United States with Austria-Hungary. 

The trade of the United States with Austria-Hun- 
gary during the fiscal year 1905, according to records 
of the Department of Commerce and Labor, published 
through its bureau of statistics, stood at 22.1 million 
dollars, of which over 10.5 millions are stated to have 
been imports and 11.6 exports. Inasmuch, however, 
as trade between the two countries is in many cases 
carried on indirectly, mainly by way of German and 
Italian ports, these figures can be regarded as complete 
only so far as they relate to our imports from that 
country. Exports from this country which find their 
way ultimately to Austria are in many cases reported 
to the bureau of statistics as exports to the country 
where the transshipment takes place. For this reason 
the Austro-Hungarian figures of imports from this 
country are used in this discussion in preference to our 
own export figures. 
The growth of trade between the two countries dur- 
ing the last decade has been quite large, especially 
under the head of imports into Austria-Hungary from 
the United States. Thus imports into the United States 
from Austria-Hungary increased from 7.6 million dol- 
lars during the fiscal year 1896 to 10.6 millions during 
the fiscal year 1905, while imports into Austria-Hun- 
gary from this country increased from 15.3 million 
dollars during the calendar year 1895 to 37 million 
dollars during the calendar year 1904. 

lhe principal articles imported into Austria-Hun- 
gary from the United States, in the order of their mag- 
nitude, are raw cotton, the value of which for the cal- 
endar year 1904 was 23.4 million dollars, as against 
9.3 in 1895; copper, 4.1 million dollars, as against 
$720,000 in 1895; cotton-seed oil, 1.5 million dollars 
a$ against $563,000 in 1895; lard, 1.2 million dollars, 
a8 against $235.000 in 1895, and tobacco, $931,000, as 
against 1.3 million dollars in 1895. With the excep- 
tion of tobacco, the imports of the articles named, the 


combined value of which constitutes over 84 per cent 
of the total imports from this country during the cal- 
endar year 1904, show considerable growth. Thus the 
imports of cotton increased over 150 per cent; those: 
of copper, 475 per cent; those of cotton-seed oil, 174 
per cent, and those of lard, 411 per cent. On the 
whole, it may be said that the United States furnishes 
Austria-Hungary, with the greater part of the raw ma- 
terials for its principal textile and its electrical indus- 
try, supplementing also, though in a much lesser de- 
gree, part of the food products required for its grow- 
ing industrial population. 

The list of principal imports into this country from 
Austria-Hungary during the fiscal year 1905 is a much 
more extended one, though in the case of no article 
does the value reach one million dollars. Fibers, vege- 
tables, and manufactures of (chiefly linen manufac- 
tures), valued at $990,740; hides and skins worth 
$950,934; glass and glassware valued at $945,061; 
earthen, stone, and china ware valued at $909,929; 
chemicals, unspecified, $877,788; jewelry valued at 
$496,215; malt liquors, $489,162; manufactures of 
wood valued at $395,715, and manufaciures of wool, 
$259.197, are some of the leading articles imported 
into this country from Austria-Hungary in the order 
of their magnitude. The importation of sugar, which 
attained considerable proportions as late as 1901, has 
ceased almost entirely, being but $34,909 in value in 
1905, as against 3.7 million dollars in 1901 and 2.3 
millions in 1902. The imports, consisting, as they do, 
principally of articles of luxury and voluntary con- 
sumption, while not showing any such extraordinary 
rate of increase as the staple imports into Austria-Hun- 
gary from this country, in all cases show continuous 
growth during the decade under consideration.
